Anton Ruhsam Brings Suit Against 
Certain CatholicChurch Officials. 


DAYTON (O.,) Jan. 21.—Suit has 
been brought in the Common Pleas 
Court here by Anton Ruhsam against 
Archbishop Elder of Cincinnati, about 
twenty other officials of the Catholic 
churches and of Calvary cemetery here 
for $20,000 damages. The alleged cause 
of the suit is the removal of the re- 
mains of plaintiff’s relatives from St. 
Henry's cemetery here, which had 
been sold to a syndicate here for town 
lots, to the new Calvary cemetery out- 
side the city limits.

MADRID, Jan. 21.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Gen. Valeriano Weyler, the newly- 
appointed captain-general of Cuba, left 
this city last evening for Havana. A 
large crowd greeted him at the depot. 


| In a brief speech in response to enthu- 


siastic greetings, Gen. Weyler said that 
he strongly hoped to be able soon to 
announce the complete reéstablishment 
of the sovereignty of Spain over Cuba. 
The Queen Regent has cabled thanks to 
Marshal Campos for services rendered 
to Spain in Cuba. 
DRIVEN TO THE EASTWARD. 
-MADRID, Jan. 21.An official dis- 
patch from Havana says that the bulk 
of the insurgent foreés, actively pur- 
sued by Spanish troops, have been com- 
pelled to abandon the provinces of 
| Pinar del Rio and Havana. | 
| A dispatch from Havana last night 
to the Associated Préss excliisively an- 
nounced Gen. Maximo Gomez and his 
column were yesterday afternoon at 


vana, it being evident that he had 
counter-marched after he reached the 
borders of the province of Matanzas. 
MOVEMENTS OF GOMEZ. 
HAVANA, Jan. 21.—An incident of 
Maximo Gomez’s countermarch through 
Havana province is reported today. 
Day before yesterday he was en- 
camped with 3000 men at the planta- 
tion of Amalaia. While there he sent 
for the administrator of Port Aguilite 
and told him that he came to destroy 
that place with dynamite, in view of 
its disobedience of his orders against 
grinding sugar-cane. But he added if 
the garrison would retire from _ the 
plantation he would agree not to do 
this. .This was agreed: to and the gar- 
rison retired, but only as far as San 
José, Port Aguilite is a fine ~estate 
and Gomez has given a written order 
not toburn it, out of respect t the ad- 
ministrator and owner, the Span- 
igh patriot Manuel Calve. 
- Gomez has traveled toward and ar- 
rived at Guayabal, fifteen miles south 
of Havana, and near the line of Pinar 
del Rio province. The movements of 
Gomez westward again are believed to 
‘be due to a call from Maceo for help 
to relieve him from a critical situation 
in Pinar del Rio. | 
The administrator of Port Agujlite 
has arrived in Havana, having been 
provided by Gomez with a passport 
which carried him through the insur- 
gent lines and insured him against mo- 
lestation. He reports that on his way 
he found the insurgent leader Colunda 
with 300 men between San Francisco 
Paula and Cottoro, six miles from Ha- 
vana, 
WORKING FOR RECOGNITION. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—A local paper 
says that the Cuban junta in this city 
has practically removed its headquar- 
‘ters to Washington. Now there is no 
gathering of the clans unless something 
of unusual interest happens. Carlos de 
Cespedes, nephew of Gen. Quesada, is 
now in Cuba, having landed with a 
large party of filibusters, while Gen. 
Quesada himself is in Venezuela. There 
was a small gathering at the junta 
h®@adquarters last night, Henriques. 
Trujillo, editor of El Porvenir, and Ben- 
jamin Guerra were among those who 
visited the headquarters. 
Guerra said that all the Cubans 
wanted was recognition. He said: “If 
we could get recognition from _ the 
United States government we could 
speedily accomplish the rest and secure 


|our freedom. Annexation comes later, 


but I believe that the majority of Cu- 
bans hope for annexation. It should 
come because we recognize that com- 
mercial ties, the ties of youth and kin- 
dred interests bring us into close com- 
munion with the United States.” 

All of the Cubans say that the re- 
ports from the patriots in Washington 
are most encouraging and that they 
hope to gain recognition shortly and 
bring about annex&tion later. 

AN ARTILLERY BATTLE. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A World dis- 
patch from Havana says that this aft- 
ernoon intelligence was received of 
heavy firing, in which the artillery was 
taking an active part. A field battery 
left the city early and hastened south- 
ward.

JUDGE ERSKINE M. ROSS. 


The Probable Successor of Associate 
Justice Stephen J. Field. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—A special to the 
Daily News from Washington says that 
Associate Justice Field will go upon 
the retired list at the close of this term 
of the Supreme Court, if he keeps the 
promise he made recently to the Presi- 
dent and Senator White of California. 
The Senator is the authority for the 
above statement, and for the informa- 
tion that Justice Field's successor has 
been practically agreed upon in the 
person of Judge Erskine M. Ross, 
whom President Cleveland, in his first 
term, appointed on the United States 
Circuit bench. in California. Judge 
Ross’s nomination will be satisfactory. 
to Justice Field. Senator White 
brought about the reconciliation be- 
tween the President and Justice Field, 
enacted recently at the White House. 

IN NO HURRY TO RBSIGN. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. £1.—When Just- 
ice Field was asked today regarding 
the report that he would retire at the 
end of this term he said: ‘“‘No such 
Statement has been authorized by- me. 
Of course, a man at my time of life 
may retire from the bench at any time. 
If my health should not permit me to 
attend to my duties easily I should not 
hesitate to leave the bench. As long 
is I can attend to these duties with 
ease I have no intention of retiring. At 
present my health is very good. Should. 
I again be.ill, as I was last year, I 
should not hesitate to retire. These 
stories in regard to my intention of re- 
tiring have been circulated repeatedly, 
but without my authority.” 

.It is generally understood that Just- 
ice Field is ambitious to exceed the 
term of service of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, whose thirty-four and a half 
years on the Supreme bench constitute 
the longest term of service in the his- 
tory of the court. Justice Field was 
appointed by President Lincoln in 
March, 1863. 


“HE’S MILDLY GRATEFUL. 


INGERSOLL, 


Says the Churches are Losing Their 
Grip—Will Have te Change 
Their Tune or Go Under—He Be- 

‘Heves in the People’s Church. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES 
NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—(Special Dis 
patch.) Unrepentant and unchanged 
by the prayers of the Christian En- 
deavorers, Col. Bob Ingersoll has re- 
turned from his western lecture tour. 
As far as he can decide, he says, he is 
entirely unchanged by the thousands of 
petitions put up for him, and he does 
not expect to be changed until his 


he feels mildly grateful. He added: 
-“No prayer was ever answered, of 
course, but prayer may be a kind of re- 
-ief to the one who prays.. For my part; 
while I believe these prayers have not 
-in any way affected me, I feel a certain 
sort of mild kindness toward these peo- 
ple. You remember how the girl felt 
about her hand squeezed by a ‘young 
man, ‘It pleases him and does not hurt 
me,’ she said. 

“People are getting more and more 
tired of the churches. Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, hell and the devil have not 
drawn with the force that they- had 
twenty, or even ten, years ago. The 
churches have got to change their tune 
or go under. While in Kalamazoo I 
visited the People’s Church and was 
pleased with it. This church has no 
creed. No belief was required. It 
makes no difference whether people be- 
lieve in God or not, or in the inspira- 
tion of the Bible. The object is to 
make people better, nobler, more chari- 
table; to educate the little children of 
the poor; to correct the abuses and er- 
rors of the time; to make people happy 
in this world. It turns its attention to 
the present and wishes to develop the 
brain, strength for the body and civil- 
ize the heart.” 


GEN. EWING DEAD. 


The Result of Being Struck by a 
Cable Car. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Thomas Ew- 
ing, ex-member of Congress from Ohio, 
is dead at the age of 67. Death was 
the result of injuries received acci- 
dentally yesterday. He was struck by 
a cable-car and thrown several yards, 
landing on his head. 

Gen. Ewing, who was a member of 
the law firm of Ewing, Whitman & Ew- 
ing of this city, was born in Lancaster, 
O., in 1829. He was admitted to the bar 
in Cincinnati in 1856 and went to Kan- 
sas during the Free Soil struggles 
When the State of Kansas was admit- 
ted to the Union he was appotnted 
Chief Justice, but resigned to enter the 
Union army in the civil war as colonel 
of the Eleventh Regiment of Kansas. 
He rose to the rank of brigadier-general 
and afterward was brevetted major- 
general and had command of the De- 
partment of Missouri. 

He went to Washington in 1866 as the 
assistant of ex-Secretary of the In- 
terior Browning. He went back to Ohio 
in 1870 and entered politics. He was a 
member of Congress from 1877 to 1881 
and in 1879 ran for Governor on the 
Democratic ticket, but was defeated. 
In 1881 he came to New York to prac- 
tice law. For many years he was pres- 
ident of the Ohio Society here. He was 
at one time counsel to the building de- 
partment, which position he resigned on 
January 1. last. Gen. Ewing has five 


children, all grown. Mrs. Ewing is still 
living. 3

railways and telegraphs, besides spe-

An Arctic Explorer’s Fate. 


CHRISTIANA, Jan. 21.—Lieut. Ey- 
vind Asrup, the Arctic explorer who 
took part in Lieut. Peary’s Greenland 
expedition, was found dead today in 
Lillevedel Valley, near Jerkin, which 
he left shortly before Christmas on an 
expedition into the mountains.

It involved the introduc- 
tion of manufactures from England 
into the republHe and is the first step, 
perhaps, in the practical application of 
the suggestion that commercial war- 
fare be waged against England and all 
European countries. George Turnbull 
of Boston, who claims part ownership 
in the great iron mines in the Imataca 
Mountains, not far from the Orinoco, 
and within the territory contested by 
England, started from Great Britain 
with mining machines and material 
which were consigned to a firm in Ciu- 
dad Bolivar. ; 

In the course of his voyage he stopp 
at Barbadoes, where he disembarked 
with his material. There he chartered 
a vessel and had the manifest ap- 
proved, his destination being La 
Guayra. 

When Turnbull arrived at La Guayra 
the collector of customs said that was 
right, and he dispatched a deputy to 
see that the English material was prop- 
erly reémbarked for the mines, Turn- 
bull taking a tug for Bolivar. When he 
offered to pay the duty on the ma- 
chines he was told that he had vio- 
lated the law in not going to the point 
originally appearing in the manifest. 
He was further informed that his act 
was regarded as an invasion of Vene- 
zuelan territory, and that it was prob- 
able that his machinery would be con- 
fiscated. 

The mines near Imataca are in the 
territory covered by the Manoa grant, 
owned by an American syndicate, in- 
cluding nearly 15,000,000 acres. Thegrant 
was made by President Crespo for the 
purpose of developing the country now 
claimed by England.

"THE LAWYER’S DUTY.” 


More or Less of Wisdom from 
Chauncey M. Depew. 


ALBANY (N. Y.,) Jan 21.—The annual 
session of the State Bar Association 
opened tonight in this city in the pres- 
ence of a large number of auditors. 
The address of the evening was deliv- 
ered by Hon. Chauncey M. Depew on 
Pe ro and Jingoism; the Lawyer’s 

u 

The position taken by the speaker 
was that the international war should 
go the way of the individual duel. He 
proposed that the lawyers of this coun- 
try and Great Britain address them- 
selves to the task of educating the peo- 
ple to the adoption of peaceful arbitra- 
tion in matters of dispute. He said: 

“Only one power keeps the nations of 
Europe from instantly declaring war. 
The bankers and business men have be- 
come the arbiters between nations. The 
only two nations which may be said 
to be free from this thraldom because 
of their wealth, their commerce and 
are the United States and Eng- 
and. 

“The events of the past few weeks 
have demonstrated how easy it is to 
arouse the fighting blood among our 
own people. A generation has come 
upon the stage since the civil war who 
are eager for war. There are occasions 
when war is both right and necessary 
and a nation must embark upon it: 
without counting the consequences, but 
the issue of a battle is never certain nor 
does the arbitrament of war always 
end in right or justice. . 

“Now is the time for the profession 
to perform a great work upon the lines 
of the lawyers of the country—in pro- 
moting international arbitration. The 
principal dispute between English- 
speaking races which is agitating the 
world calls for both practical wisdom 
and legal acumen for its solution. There 
is no dissent in this country from the 
Monroe doctrine as promulgated by 
Ppresident Monroe and interpreted by 
Jefferson, Madison, Webster and Cal- 
houn. Yet anyone who studies the Mon- 
roe doctrine will see how, in each indi- 
vidual case, except where there is a 
flagrant violation, like the French in- 


-vasion of Mexico, the applicable inter- 


pretation of it should be the subject of ° 
judicial determination. 

“The President’s message to Congress 
presents a novel view of the principle, 
If there'is a dispute as to the boundary 
line between a South American republic 
and a European power, no matter how 
insignificant the territory involved or 
how distantly it affects the independ- 
ence of the country or how remotely it 
may interest us, we must demand that 

the line _ 
and if they refuse we must find out as 
best we can which line is correct and 
enforce it by war. If, however, pending 
our inquiry, the two parties agree, we 
have no further rights or duties. This 
seems to surrender the doctrine if Ven- 
ezuela or Brazil chooses to sell a@ por- 
tion of its land. A slight extension of 
the principle compels us to assume a 
protectorate over ere republics 
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would require an immense standing 
army. The United States is the only 
mation so situated that it can with 
honor and safety move upon the path- 
Way of peace for an _ international 
court of arbitration. 

“We thave no fears of the countries 
to the south or north of us,” he said, 
“and all the transports and navies of 
the world could not land ‘upon our 
shores an army which could march 100 
miles from the seacoast or ever return 
to their ships. Secure in our isolation, 
supreme in our resources, unequalled 
in our reserves and free from danger- 
ous neighbors, we occupy among the 
nations of the globe a position so ex- 
‘avted and safe that to compare us with 
other countries would be absurd. Toe 
statesman or politician who really 
fears for the safety of this country is a 
fool. The statesman or politician who 
does not fear (because he knows bet- 
ter) and yet who preaches of our weak- 
ness and our vulnerability, is a dema- 
gogue, and he insults the intelligence 
of the American people.” 

The independence of location, Dr. De- 
pew said, eminently fitted the l nited 
States for the leadership in the great 
peace movemnt.

Prompt Action Demanded by 
Senator Call.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The Sen- 
ate put aside finance and foreign af- 
fairs today and gave the day to work 
on comparatively minor bills on the 
calendar.

REGULAR SESSION.

Mr. Henderson of Iowa said that in 
the last Congress the same bill had 
been prepared, but had fallen, he had 
been informed, of its own weight, it 
having been found on examination that 
the salaries provided.in it would ex- 
ceed the expenses under the present 
system. 

Mr. Hainer of Nebraska challenged 
Mr. Henderson's statement. That bill, 
he said, would produce considerable re- 
duction of expenditures. It had been 
reintroduced and would be pressed at 
this session, 

A proposition in the bill to buy the 
present site of the United States lega- 
tion at Tokio, Japan, for $16,000 was 
criticized by -Mr. Mercer of. Nebraska 
as exorbitant. , 

Mr. Hitt inveighed against haggling 
with a government fora site. “The 
Japanese government,” he said, “has 
repeatedly offered to give us the prop- 
erty, but we could not accept with 
self-respect. If we did, we would be 
compelled in reciprocation, to present 
the Japanese government the legation 
property in Washington.” 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas offered an 
amendment to allow each commission 
appointed under the act of the last 
Congress to segregate mineral from 
agricultural lands in» Montana and 
Idaho hy a surveyor.

Some of Comptroller Bowler’s rulings 
were made the basis of criticism in con- 
nection with an amendment offered by 
Mr. Dinsbeer of Arkansas for the pay- 
ment of salaries due James V. Walker, 
who resigned as United States Attor- 
ney for Indian Territory last July, and 
L. L. Stowe, deceased, who died while 
serving as United States Marshal. 
Neither of these officers had been con- 
firmed by the Senate, and under analo- 
gous rulings of the Comptroller would 
therefore not have been entitled to their 
salaries, 

Mr. Lacey of Iowa, recurring to the 
abuses that had resulted in the piling 
up of the expenses of United States 
courts, argued that the fee system was 
responsible for the bringing of many 
frivolous suits. He cited an instance 
where one man gn the western district 
of Arkansas held the position of clerk 
of the United States District - Court, 
clerk of the Circuit Court and clerk to 
the United States Commissioner, and 
drew over $12,000 in fees. He declared 
that the whole system was ~ honéy- 
combed with fraud. As amended the 
bill was passed; then, at 4:10 o’clock, 
the House adjourned until tomorrow. 
INVESTIGATION OF MR. BOWLER. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The House 
Committee on Judiciary today took 
steps to investigate the action of Comp- 
troller Bowler in withholding the sugar- 
bounty appropriation. A substitute for 
Mr. Boatner’s resolution drawn by Mr. 
Ray of New York, was adopted. It is 
more comprehensive than the original 
and avoids special reference to Mr. 
Bowler, 

Ray’s substitute is as follows: 

“Resolved, that the Committee on

Whether any further 
action would be possible was a matter 
of discussion, but it was predicted by 
members of the committee that Con- 
gress would adopt a resolution declar- 
ing that Comptroller Bowler had ex- 
ceeded his authority. 

AGAINST FREE HOMESTEAD. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The House 
Committee 6n Public Lands has _re- 
ceived from Secretary Smith a strong 
adverse report against the Free Home-

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—From the 
action of the House Committee on Com- 
merce today there seems to be little 
doubt that the bill authorizing the Pa- 
cific Cable Company to lay a cable 
from the Pacific Coast to the Hawaiian 
Islands and Japan will be favorably 
reported.

TO COIN MORE SILVER. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—About Feb- 
ruary 1 the treasury will resume the 
coinage of silver dollars and continue 
until about $18,000,000 has been coined. 
When the present administration came 
into power there were in the treasury 
about $29,000,000 in silver dollars coined. 
from bullion under the act of 1890, 
and available for the redemption of 
treasury notes issued in payment for 
the bullion purchased. Since August, 
1893, about $18,000,000 of these notes 
have been redeemed in silver dollars 
and cancelled, | 

The Secrétary of the Treasury has 
now decided to coin: fram the bullion 
now on hand and purchased under the 
act of 1890, about $18,000,000, which will 
restore the amount of dollars in the 
treasury’ to what it was on March 4, 
1898. The average cost of the silver 
bullion purchased under the Sherman 
act was 71% cents on the dollar, which 
leaves a gain or seigniorage of 28% 
cents on the dollar. At this rate the 
seigniorage on the $18,000,000 to be 
coined would be $5,130,000, which will 
be accounted for in the available cash.

A FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION IN A NEW 
HAVEN MANUFACTORY. 


Three Men Are Killed and Four a

21.—Three 
men were killed and four received seri- 
ous injuries today by the explosion of 
gas in the four-story building owned 
by English & Mersick, and occupied by 
the owners, who are engaged in the 
manufacture of carriage hardware and 
Pfegler & Co., hardware manufac.

The Habit of Free Speech. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) How fixed and 
‘universal the habit of free speech is in 
this country appe and reappears at 
short intervals in’ the efforts of the 
secretaries of the army and navy to 
keep army and navy officers from talk- 
ing and behaving as though they were 
free and independent citizens in civil 
life.

examination. In asking to appear be- 
fore the board of inquiry Miss Overman 
submits herself to its rules. Her state- 
ment will form the basis for wross-ex- 
amination of a very thorough charac- 


ter. Judging by the size of the written 


statement of facts, Miss Overman will 
take three hours to read the paper. 
When she shall read it has not yet 
been determined. ; 

In the first document which, it may 
be interesting to know, was dictated to 
the police, no reference whatever is 


“made to the letters penned to Mrs. 


Tunnell. These letters were private 
property then and, so far as known, 
only two persons were aware of their 
contents. Miss Overman’s defense was 
made of other material. She met the 
charges of Mrs. Davidson upon other 
grounds.

HIGH LICENSE WON. 


“The Supreme Court Sustains the 


Merced Supervisors’ Action. | 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—The Su- 
preme Court sustained today the high- 
license order of Merced county by a 
decision in a suit brought by the 


_ county against C. E. Fleming to re- 


cover a liquor license. The action was 
brought to test the legality of the ordi- 
nance. The judgment of the lower 
court was for the county and Fleming 
appealed. The most important law 
point on the question involved was as 
to whether the Judge erred in excluding 
évidence offered by the defendant to 


-prove that the effect of the ordinance, 


if enforced, was to virtually prohibit 
the retail traffic in liquors in Merced 
ounty.. The Supreme Court found that 
he Judge did not err in excluding this 


evidence. 


The court said that it was true that 
the power to regulate for the purpose 
‘of revenue was not the power to pro- 
hibit and that anattemptto accomplish 
the Jatter object under a pretense of 
regulation could not be upheld. An or- 
dinance that provided for high revenue 
that was tantamount to prohibition was 
invalid, but the court had no right to 
judge of the general-effect of an ordi- 
nance by considering its effect upon a 
single individual. The presumption is 
that the Supervisors were actuated by 
g00d motives in passing the order and 
it is not to be supposed that, while pre- 
tending to fix the tax for revenue, they 
would make it prohibitory. |

IN JAIL TO LIVE. 


Thomas Kelly Finds the ‘World a 
Hard Place. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—Desper- 
ate with hunger and cold, Thomas 
Kelly walked in front of a policeman 
yesterday and deliberately broke a 
window. He was arrested, of course; 
he wanted to be. The young man was 
respectable, that was apparent from 
his bearing. That he was hungry, rav- 
enouslty so, was shown by the eager- 
ness with which he attacked the food 
given him at the Police Station. He 
had no money and no jewelry, and was 
locked up. 

Thomas Kelly, at 22 years of age, 
found it a question of going to the jail 
to live or jumping into the bay to die. 
In the seven months he had lived here 
he had been unable to ‘procure steady 
employment anywhere and for nearly 
a month he had had no work of any 
kind, The previous night he had had 
no place to sleep and had tramped the 
streets in the cold and the rain until 
he was worn out. He had no acquain- 
tances and no credit. He had had 
nothing to eat the previous day and 
he was starving. 

He was walking wearily down Pine 
street when the sight of a policeman 
suggested an idea to the discouraged 
young man. He told the arresting offi- 
cer that he was hungry and when they 
reached the station they gave him some 
breakfast. The way he consumed the 
food. amazed the policemen, who are. 
not unused to feeding hungry men, 
They say he took his food as if he had 
fasted for many days. Then, when he 
had eaten all he could, he lay down on 
the hard floor of the cell and slept as 
soundly as if it had been a feather bed. 

LATER.—Kelly has found friends and 
has been released from custody. Dr. 
Schlessinger read of the young man’s 
misfortunes emd called to see him at 
the City Prison. The doctor said he 
would give the young fellow a home 
until he found work and he was re- 
leased. 


STOCKHOLDERS LIABLE, 


Supreme Court Decision in the Pa- 
cific Bank Cases,

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21—The Su- 
preme Court rendered an important 
decision today, declaring that the 
stockholders of the defunct Pacific 
Bank are individually. liabl@ for the 
debts of the corporation.

In the House the ballot was: Can- 
non, 31; Brown, 29; Goodwin, 1; Ben- 
nett, 1; Thatcher, 14; Rawlins, 14. 

When the vote was announced a 
committee of three was appointed to 
conduct the successful candidates to 
the Senate chamber and, after a few 
minutes’ wait, they entered amidst 
tumultuous cheering and applause. 

Senator Brown spoke substantially 
as follows: “I have come at your re- 
quest to return unto you my heartfelt 
thanks for your action in my behalf 
this afternoon. In doing so I remember 
the great responsibility which devolves 
upon me, and, however, unequal to the 
task I may be, I can assure you that 
I will always be found trying to do 
my humble duty to the people who 
sent me to represent them. One of my 
greatest aims will be to hoist the cause 
of silver, at the needed ratio of 16 to 1, 
and not only will I use my greatest ef- 
forts in behalf of silver, but I hope I 
will always be found striving in my 
weak way to work for the advance- 
ment of Utah’s interest in general.” 
(Applause. ) 

Senator Frank J. Cannon then arose 
and said in part: “Citizens of Utah: 
For what you have conferred upon 
me, I thank you. It is not, I hope, 
above what my future actions will de- 
serve. In your voting today you have 
voted for free men and, in électing Mr. 
Brown and myself to represent you in 
the legislative halls of the nation, you 
send us as representatives of a free 
State. The actions of this legislative 
body in electing us have been actions 
untainted and unblemished. For the 
present condition of this State we 
should thank God and for the honor 
you have confered upon me I thank 
you most heartily.”

tions plaintiff offered a reward in the 
following terms: “In addition to the 
‘standing reward offered by Wells, 
Fargo & Co. of $300 in such cases, also 
the State reward of $300, Wells, Fargo 
& Co., jointly with the. Southern .Pa- 
cific Company, offer an. additional re- 
ward of $1000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of each and every one of the 
parties connected with the above de- 
scribed robbery.’”’ Under this offer W. 
H. Thompson, alias Kid Thompson, 
was arrested by W. W. Moore and his 
associates in Arizona, in November, 
1894, and was subsequently convicted in 
May, 1895, in this county, as one of the 
robbers. After his conviction Moore 
and his associates instituted an action 
for the recovery of the reward. A. B. 
Lawson, now deceased. and others made 
parties to this action, also claimed the 
reward. Thereupon the plaintiffs herein 
commenced this proceeding to compel 
the claimants to interplead and estab-. 
lish their right to the reward. The 
plaintiffs admit in their complaint of 
interpleader that ‘the reward has been 
earned by the arrest and conviction of 
Thompson, and allege they have always 
been and are now ready and willing to 
pay the reward to the person or per. 
sons thereto legally entitled. Several of 
the parties made defendants have dis- 
claimed or were defaulted. Those who 
are contesting for the reward are W. 
W. Moore and his associates; J. W. 
Kemp, as assignee of Lawson; Con- 
stable Rodgers and one Etzler, and E. 
B. Beecher, a deputy constablé. under 
Rodgers. As the plaintiffs have con- 
ceded that the reward offered by them 
has been earned in the-arrest and con- 
viction of Thompson, the only question 
to be considered is which of the parties 
contesting is entitled to the reward: 
The testimony shows, in fact. it is 
conceded: that Moore-and. his:.associ- 
ates captured Thompson..inis Arizona. 
The point is made by the agsigtiee of 
the Lawson claimants, -however, that 
the capture was not an arrest within 
the meaning of the reward. Counsel 
for that group of claimants, in his 
brief, characterizes the arrest. by Moore 
and his party as “‘utterly lawless.” He 
Says several shots were fired before 
Kid Thompson and the boy. who was 
with him would surrender. 

Having ‘“‘stood them up” in the true 
Arizona style they tied them to horses 
and brought them to Phoenix, Arizona, 
where, November 9, 1894, they delivered 
them to W. M. Breckenridge, special 
agent of the Southern Pacific Company. 


their arrest, but only heard that they 
were wanted for the train robbery, and 
that a reward was offered, and upon 
this information” they proceeded “to 
hunt down with horses and guns a fel- 
low-man as if he were a wild beast.” 
For, the cold-blooded and. atrocious 
crime of train-robbing, endangering 
the lives of faithful employés as well 
us innocent passengers, it would -not 
be much of an outrage on justice if the 
perpetrators thereof were captured in 
the manner described. They have no 
right to demand that they. should be 
arrested with gloved hands. In this 
State a private person may make an 
arrest when a felony has been in fact 
committed and he has reasonable cause 
for believing the person arrésted to 
have committed it. Penal Code 837. 
Nothing to the contrary appearing, the 
presumption is that the law is the same 
in Arizona. In fact this is so at com- 
mon law, I Bish. Cr. Pr. 168. 

It. is conceded on the part of claimant 
Beecher that the Moore party made 
the arrest and are entitled to compen- 
sation. but he contests their claim to 
the whole reward on the ground that 
they furnished no evidence resulting in 
the conviction. The claimant under 
Lawson also contends that ‘the testi- 
mony on which the conviction was had 
was. furnished by Lawson’s ‘Detective 
Agency and that, under the’terms of 
the reward, conviction is as necessary 
as arrest; and he claims further that 
Rodgers, one of the ‘Lawson party, act- 


under a warrant. In reference to this 
latter claim it appears in evidence that 
Lawson submitted a_ proposition to 
District Attorney Donnell, soon after 
the latter took office, after Thompson 
had heen Narrested and brought here 
and lodged in jail, to take charge of 
the detective work and place in his 
hands testimony to be used on the trial 
of Thompson, to look up witnesses and 
to attend to the case in all of its many 
details: and in case of conviction to 
be paid for his services in working up 
the case.

It 
was the duty of Lawson and his asso- 
ciates to give their entire services in 
this matter for the compensation. re- 
ceived from the county nnder the con- 
tract. and they were thereafter paid 
in full for such services; besides, Rodg- 
ers was a constable at the time, and it 
was his duty to make the arrest if he 
knew of the commission of the felony. 
The arrest, however, as it apnears, was 
in the County Jail. where Thompson 
had been lodged after being brought up 
from’ Arizona. and the arrest entailed 
no risk or labor.

This, however, is not a case for an 
equitable distribution of funds accord- 
ing to services that may have been 
rendered, but is in the nature of an ac- 
tion at law founded upon a contract to 
recover the reward. The offer of a re- 
ward is a promise conditional upon the 
rendition of the proposed services. The 
services must be rendered in view of 
and for the reward and according to 
the terms proposed. Fitch vs. Sneda- 
ker, 38 N. Y. 248. Shuey, executor, vs. 
U. S. 92 U. S. 73. The case last cited 
was based upon'the reward offered by. 
the Secretary of War, “for the appre- 
hension of John H. Surratt, one of 
Booth’s accomplices,” in the assassina- 
tion of President * Lincoln. In April, 
1866, Surratt was a zouave in the mili- 
tary service of the Papal government, 
and during the month Henry B. Ste. 
Marie, a fellow-zouave, informed the 
American Minister at Rome of the 
identity of Surratt. .Upon the trial of 
the cause for the recovery of the re- 
ward in:the Court of Claims, the court 
found as a fact thatthe discovery and 
arrest of Surratt was due entirely to 
the disclosures made by the claimant to 
the American Minister at Rome, but 
the arrest was not made by the claim- 
ant. The Supreme Court in passing 
upon the appeal says, “It is found as a 
fact that the arrest was not made by 
the claimant, although the discovtry 
and arrest were due entirely to the dis- 
closures made by him. The plain mean- 
ing of this is that Surratt’s apprehen- 
sion was a consequence of the dis- 
closures made; but the consequences of 
a man’s acts are not his acts. Between 
the consequences and the disclosures 
that lead to it there may be, and in 
this case were, intermediate agencies. 
Derectin than the claimant made 
the arrest, persons who were not his 
agents and who themselves were en- 
titled to the proffered reward for his ar- 
rest, if any persons were.” See also 
Burke vs. Wells-Fargo, 50 Cal. 218. Jan- 
vrin vs. Town of Exeter, 48 N. H. 83. 

It is true the reward requires the 
conviction as well as the arrest, but 
this does not mean that the parties who 
act upon the reward and make the ar- 
rest should also convict the party ar- 
rested. This it is impossible for them 
to do. “No person can be convicted of 
a public offense unless by the verdict of 
a jury accepted and recorded by the 
court, or upon a plea of guilty.” Penn. 
C. 689. Technically and legally a plea 
of guilty is a conviction as well as the 
verdict of a jury. 4th Blackstone Com. 
262, 336. 1st. Institutes, 391. 2d Bish. 
Cr. Law, Sec. 903. Peo. vs. Marsh, 6 
Cal., 543.. Peo. vs. ae ae 32 Cal. 493. 
Ex Parte Brown, 68 Cal. : 

It would hardly be contended that ifa 
party arrested under such a reward 
should plead. guilty to the offense 
charged that the contract had not been 
complied with and that thé party mak- 
ing the arrest would not be entitled to 
recover. Yet if it is requirec of the 
party making the arrest to do some- 
thing further, or to aid in the convic- 
tion, in the case supposed, such a rer 
sult would follow. In Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company _ VS. 
Goodnight, 19 American Reps. 80, the 
terms of the reward offered were for 
the capture and conviction The court. 
say, “If the conviction of the persons 
named was a condition precedent it was 
a condition not to be performed by the 
parties who made the arrests.”’ And 
they held in that case that inasmuch 
as the railroad company had interceded 
with the public authorities not to pros- 
ecute the parties arrested, inasmuch as 
the company wished to use their evi- 
dence in other cases that the com- 
panies were nevertheless liable for the 
reward as upon a conviction had. See 
also to the same effect Besse vs. Dyer, 
91 Mass. 151. .Schiffer vs. Pruden, 64 
N. Y. 47. Missouri vs. Thornton 42 Mo. 
| The conviction, therefore, is merely 
a condition precedent to recover the. re- 
ward and was doubtless inserted for the 
purpose of requiring the best evidence 


of the identity of the party arrested as 


the one who perpetrated the crime. 
After the arrest the party was turned 
over to the agent of one of the plain- 
tiffs offering the reward and it was 
recognized at the*time that the claim 
for the reward was made. After bring- 
ing the party arrested. to this county 
and delivering him to the public au- 
thorities it was their duty to see that 
proper proceedings were taken for a 
conviction if he ‘were guilty; and this 


‘was accordingly done, the county bear-. 


ing the necessary expenses of pr uring 
the evidence. I am of the opinion, 
therefore, that the Moore party who 
made the arrest, conviction subse- 
quently following. are entitled to the 
full dmount of the reward. Findings 
and judgment will go accordingly. 


THE JEWEL CASE. | 


Suit of Lyons vs. Marcher is on 
Trial. 


Judge York was occupied all day 
‘yester ith hearing evidence in the 
case of Lyors vs. Marcher, a suit to 
-recover $10,500 damages for an al- 
legd fraud arising from the sale of 
certain precious stones. 

complaint alleges a well-consid- 
ered conspiracy on the part of F. A. 
Marcher and his wife, Mrs. C. A. Mar- 
cher,. aided by D. L. Marcher, the 
brother of the first defendant, and 
his wife, Mrs. A. E. Marcher, to de- 
fraud S. Lyons and his son, Theodore 
Lyons, out of the purchase price of 
the jewels. Mr. Lyons and his son 
‘are wholesale jewelers in New York, 
and Mrs. C. A. Marcher was doing a 
retail jewelry business in her own 
name here in Los Angeles, with her 
husband, F. A. Marcher, acting as her 
authorized agent and attorney in 
fact, and D. L. Marcher serving as 
clerk in the establishment. 

On December 7, 1893, Mrs: Marcher 
purchased jewels from Lyons & Son 
to the amount of $7798, givilng twenty- 
five ‘promissory notes for $300 each and 
one for $298, the first of which was to 
mature on January 1, 1894, and the 
others on each succeeding month. The 
Marchers represented that they were 
perfectly solvent, having property to 
the amount of $30,054 over and above 
all liabilities, and presenting an item; 
ized statement containing, among 
other property mentioned, $5000 ‘worth 
of real estate and $6000 worth of stock 
in the Kokomo Land and Water 
Company. 

The first note of $300 was paid when 
it matured, on January 2, 1894, and on 
the strength of it the Marchers 
bought of Lyons & Son another. lot 
of jewels worth $912. After this came 
troublous times, no more notes were 
paid, and it is alleged that, on Jan- 
uary 2, 1894, Mrs. C. A. Marcher trans- 
ferred the greater portion of the stock: 
and furnishings of the store to her 
‘sister-in-law, Mrs. A. E. Marcher, the 
wife of the clerk. For this the nomi- 
nal consideration was $4362, about 
half the value of the goods; but the 
complaint alleges that “there was no 
cosideration at all; that all parties 
were insolvent, and that the property 
was transferred merely to defraud 
the creditors. 

On March. 8, 1894, a settlement was 
made, when it was found that the 
debt due Lyons & Son was $8411. Jew- 
els to the value of $3071 were returned, 
leaving a balance of $5339 still due, for 
which six promissory notes were given 
by the Marchers. 

Lyons asserts that the . notes are 
insolvent, the representations of prop- 
erty being entirely false and fraudu- 
lent. The Marchers retort that the 
‘representations of property were cor- 
rect in every particular, and that no 
representation at all was made yntil 
after the completion of the deal. They 
deny all the allegations of the com-

plaint, and furthermore assert that the 


jewels bought were worthless, being 
the merest trash instead of genuine 
precious stones.

Alone in a 
strange city at night, ignorant of the 
location of Mr. Kimball’s home, and 
without a friend to help them, it was 
only after long hours of anxiety and 
exposure that Mrs. Stafford and her 
mother, Mrs. Kimball, at last reached 
their friends.

“We furthermore desire to give 
utterance to our disapproval of 
war between Great Britain and

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 20.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) The extreme 
loneliness of soul described in G. W. 
Robertson's “Isolation of Individual- 
ity,” published in yesterday's paper, 
may be true enough in some particu- 
lars, but is not the thought left in very 
incomplete and depressing shape when. 
we find no reference in it to the results 
gathered by most of the really lonely 
characters of history; and the logical 
effect of their loneliness upon their 
own work and those who learn of it 
afterward? 

Let me illustrate the truth which I 
wish to make clear. Would Dante ever 
have written as the did if he had not 
been lonely? Would Longfellow have 
written either “The Bridge” or “The 
Light of Stars” if he had not been very 
lonely? And is it true that these two 
great souls, in their writings, touch 
other souls only at one or two points? 
Mr. Robertson says: “‘No soul touches 
another soul except at one or two 
points, and those chiefly external.” 
How fruitless this expression makes 
the deeper life seem! On the other 
hand, listen for a moment to Emerson 
when he says: “A soul living from a 
great depth of being awakens in us, by 
its actions and words, by its very looks 
and manners, the same power and 
beauty that a gallery of sculpture or 
of pictures is wont to animate.” Are 
there no altruistic compensations in 
Isolation of Individuality”? Surely 
there are, and E only regret that they 
were not pictured by Mr. Robertson 
himself in direct connection with the 
loneliness which is, at times, almost 


that continually comes to us—the 
thought that real loneliness is by no 
means in vain.

Let Us Have Honest Primaries. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 21, 1896.—(To 
the Editor. of The Times:) Now that 
the new primary election law has been 
called into question, it may, perhaps, 
be of interest to learn something of 
its origin, and it is surely advisable to’ 
advance everything possible in its 
favor, as it is the first chance that has 
yet been offered to the people of Cali- 
fornia to escape from slavery under the 
Political boss, at least in a measure. 

In March, 1894, the Citizens’ League 
conducted a mass-meeting at the Grand 
Operahouse, which was attended by 
over. 2000 people, for the purpose of 
awakening and fostering public inter- 
est in the work of improving local gov- 
ernmental affairs, and many promi- 
nent members of the league thought 
that occasion to be a most auspicious 
time for launching a movement for the 
commencement of a reign of honesty, 
economy and reform by striking at the 


‘Toot of all political corruption, the pri- 


mary election. In accordance with that 
idea, a committee of one hundred rep- 
resentative citizens was named to pre- 
pare a plan for conducting primary 
elections. This committee met in April, 
1894, and invited the public at large to 
submit for its consideration plans that 
would accomplish the desired end. 

This committee was fully cognizant 
of the elements of the task which it 
had undertaken, and the evils to be 
corrected by the plan which they might 
adopt. Long suffering under machine 


-rule had made its members familiar 


with the crimes of politicians. They 
were aware that a plan, in order to be 
successful, must provide means that 
would prevent the very common prac- 
tices of packing caucuses and carrying 
through slates; of stuffing ballot- 
boxes and voting repeaters: that it 
must prevent that old game of the Re- 
publican’ boss handing over a large 
contingent of his followers to the Dem- 
ocratic boss on the day of the Demo- 
cratic primaries, to be voted!as good 
Democrats to defeat the will of the de- 
cent element of the party, in return for 
which favor the Democratic boss 
brings his army to the aid of the Re- 
publican manipulator at the Republi- 
can primaries. Another important re- 
quisite of such a plan was a feature of 
popularity, which would tend to bring 
to the primary polls the large number 


of citizens who, through indifference 


or press of business, neglect this very 
reel adjunct of the elective fran- 
chise, 

In response to the request, something 
more than a dozen plans were sub- 
mitted, among them being one which. 
was prepared in my office, and which 
embodied the essence of the law now in 
question. It was as follows; ‘The pri- 
mary @lections of all parties shall be 
held at the same time and at the same 
places, by agreement between the dif-. 
ferent County Central committees, At 
each precinct polling place in the 
county, on the date which the different 
County Central committees may agree 
upon, an election shall be held for del 
egates to a county convention for 
each party. Each polling place shall 
be provided with a table and ballot-box 
for each party holding a primary elec- 
tion, with such clerks,.inspectors and 
judges as the respective parties may 
wish to employ, and one @reat Register 
clerk for all parties. Such polling 
place shall be easily accessible to all 
citizens, and shall be kept open during 
the primary election and until all votes 
are cast and counted, and the result 
announced, Upon a voter’s approach- 
ing the polls and expressing a desire 
to cast a ballot, he shall give his name; 
number and residence, etc., in the same 
manner as at a general election, Upon 
the Great Register clerk declaring that 
he is entitled to vote, he shall name the 
political party in whose primaries he 
shall be 
then at liberty to cast his ballot in the 
ballot-box of the party which he has 
designated. No person shall be al- 
lowed to vote in the primary election of 
any political party who is not on the 
Great Register of the county, nor shall 
any person be allowed to vote at any 
place except that which the Great Reg- 
ister of the county designates as his 
legal voting place; nor shall any per- 
son be allowed to vote in the primary 
election of more than one political 
party.” This plan was submitted to 
the Committee of One Hundred, with 
the others, but that body deemed the 
plan known as the “Postal Primary 
Election Plan” to be the best of all 
submitted, and accordingly approved it. 

‘We of this city were not alone in at- 
tempting primary election reform, for 
a sturdy movement sprang up in San 
Francisco soon after our local effort, in 
which many of that city’s leading men 
took part. They looked over the field 
and decided to make it their aim to get 
the Legislature to adopt a general ‘pri- 
mary election law, and they looked upon 
the plan herein quoted as being the 
most advantageous. They prepared it 
with much more attention to detail 
than was given in its suggestion to the 
Committee of One Hundred, and added 
thereto the penalties for its violation 
which legislative action could give it, 
but it is in fact the plan proposed here. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the 
courts will declare this law to be valid, 
for even though it may not be perfect, 
it is the only hope that the people have 
Yor deliverance from rotten politics, and 
can be improved by amendment by 
future Legislatures, if necessary. It 
will prevent the domination of a slated 
caucus by preventing the peddling of 
the caucus ticket at the polls, all can- 
didates for delegates being on one 
ticket, alphabetically arranged; it will

FOUND ON THE FLOOR. 


MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF A SOL- 
DIER’S WIDOW. 


Mrs. Belle Heath Found Dead on the 
Floor of Her Bed-room—An Old 
Man Named Allen Was Last Seen 
with Her. . 


© ‘The Coroner will today investigate 


the death of Mrs. Belle T, Heath, a sol- 
dier’s widow who died under myster- 
ious circumstances at her home, No. 
909 East First street, Monday night. 
Mrs. Heath, who was an_ elderly 
woman of rather portly frame, was 
found dead on the floor of her bedroom 
about noon yesterday. There were pil- 


lows under her head, and she was fully 


dressed, with the exception of her 
shoes and stockings, which had been 
removed. The house was occupied, be- 
sides Mrs. Heath, by Mrs. E. D. Odell 
and Mary Olsen, who were tenants of 
Mrs. Heath. It was learned from these 
women that an old man named Allen 
was in the habit of spending his even- 
ings with Mrs, Heath, and that the 

sometimes were quite convivial. ° 

According to the statements of Mrs. 
Odell and Mrs. Olsen, Allen was at the 
house with Mrs. Heath Monday even- 
ing. Both had been drinking and the 
neighbors heard them quarreling. Dur- 
ing the quarrel @ heavy body seemed 
to strike the floor, and Allen was heard 
to say, “I will put some pillows under 
your head.” Soon after that he went 
away. The women in the adjoining 
room heard Mrs. Heath moaning or 
breathing heavily for several hours 
after Allen left, but supposing that she 
was simply sleeping off the effects of 
the liquor she had consumed, they 
made no investigation. About 10 o’clock 
the sounds ceased. 

As Mrs. Heath was not seen nor 
heard moving about in her apartments 
yesterday morning as was her wont, the 
other inmates ‘of the house made an 
investigation and found her lying on 
the floor dead, in front of her bed, as 
already described. The Coroner and 
police were notified; and the body was 
sent to Orr & Hine’s undertaking 
rooms, 

All efforts to find Allen yesterday 
afternoon failed, but late in the even- 
ing he called at the house_and showed 
apparent surprise and grief to learn 
that she was dead. It seems that he 
had been in the habit of staying all 
night with Mrs. Heath at times, and 
most of the people in the neighborhood 
thought he was her husband. 

Finding the doors to Mrs. Heath’s 
rooms locked when he went there yes- 
terday evening, Allen went to a gro- 
cery store near by to make inquiries. 
The grocer, thinking he was the _ be- 
reaved husband, condoled with the old 
man on the death of his wife. ‘Yes,” 
said Allen, “it is a great surprise to 
me. She was all right when I left her 
yesterday evening. I was going to 
stay all night, but as I had to get up 
early in the morning to go to work, she 
told me I would better go up town and 
sleep with my son, which I did. I did 
not find out she was dead till I came 
from work this evening.” 3 

Allen later went to, Orr-& Hine’s 
morgue, where he told practically the 
same story. He promised to attend the 
inquest today and said he would bring 
with him a Broadway real estate man 
who had loaned money to Mrs. Heath 
on property which she owned on Boyle 
Heights. Allen also said the old woman 
had about $50 in a bank. She drew a 
small pension as a soldier’s widow and 
had a small income from rents. 

The fact that Mrs. Heath is reported 
to have fallen to the floor during @ 
quarrel and scuffle which she had with 
Allen, and that he left her lying there, 
stopping only long enough to put some 
pillows under her. head, is considered a 
suspicious circumstance by the officers. 
Perhaps Allen will be able to explain it 
all away at the inquest today. 

Part of a bottle of angelica wine and 
a bottle of whisky were found in the 
room, forming the only evidence thata 
carousal had taken place. It is stated 
that Mrs. Heath was knocked down by 
a cable car about two months ago, 
since which time she has not been in 
good health. Some of the neighbors 
said she appeared to be a good woman

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


The Trial of Ebanks, Charged with 
Murder, is Closing. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The testimony in the 
Ebanks murder trial is all in. The 
lawyers will sum up the case today, 
and possibly the jury will find @ ver- 
dict. Witnesses ‘testified on Monday to 
show that Ebanks. carried a flour sack 
on the road instead of a bundle made 
out of handkerchiefs, as claimed by the 
prisoner. The case, as it now stands, 
appears to be unfavorable for the de- 
fendant. It is learned that Ebanks has 
received $300 from ‘his mother, on one 

the West India Islands, where she 
Owns a plantation, and his brothers are 
cocoanut shippers. Ebanks is said to 
have told Deputy Sheriff Jennings that 
he wanted some work done for him, 
and could raise $1000 for the purpose. 
Jennings said he would summon wit- 
nesses, etc., for the prisoner, but that 
he could not do anything for thim that 
was not proper. Ebanks deprecated 
the suggestion of bribery, and did not 
talk further about the $1000.

Monday evening to take action with 
reference to the much-agitated subject 
of incorporation, and which is to come 
again before the Board of Supervisors 
in the nature of a third: petition, the 
two previous ones having -failed . of 
their intention through faults hereto- 
fore made public. The heavy rain 
made the attendance smaller than if 
the weather had been clement, but new 
boundaries were decided upon and the 
petition prepared for signatures. The 
people are still anxious for incorpora- 
tion and naturally weary of the ag- 
gravating delays. 

The Glen Fruit Company is com- 
pelled to let up on orange shipments 
for the present, on account of the glut 
in the eastern markets. Up to Jan- 
uary 1 they had shipped sixty-two 
carloads and expect to ship 150 more 
between now and the first of May. 
Fruit being held is in good condition. 

On January 1 of the present year 
the postoffice of Azusa was made a 
Presidential one, and Postmaster 
Streshley is giving general satisfac- 
tion. Fourteen mails are received and 
dispatched daily. During the past 
year money orders amounting to over 
$12,000 were issued; stamps to the 
amount of $1829.26 sold and stamps to 
the valuation of $1534.50 cancelled. So 
far the business of the present year is 
in excess of last. me 

The Baptist Church, which was to 
have been dedicated Christmas, is still 
in the hands of the builder, receiving 
at present a coat of sky-blue calcimine 
which will add greatly to the pretty 
effect of the interior.

ey branch of the work, which 
keeps busy a special chemist, and a 
part of the force, is experimentation 
and testing upon explosives of various 
kinds, and the manufacture of gun- 
cotton and smokeless powder. 

The form. of smokeless powder chosen 
is substantially the same as the mac- 
aroni-like product used in Europe un- 
der the name cordite. Here it is made 
in yellowish ribbons, looking and feel- 
ing like rather flexible strips of glue, 
and smelling strongly of chloroform. 
It has proved very satisfactory in prac- 
tical tests, and as fast as made is 
stored, with other high explosives, in 
the new magazine on Rose Island. 

Here is manufactured all the gut- 
eotton used by the navy, the work be- 
ing carried on in separate gemall build- 
ings to reduce to a minimum the small 
danger involved. Except when  con- 
fined and properly detonated, gun-cot- 
ton is nearly harmiess. It is moulded 
for use into cubes about two inches 
square, which look as if made of wood 
pulp, and when damp (as they are 
kept) are as innoxious. When dried 
they will burn like tallow. After a 
fire in a certain factory large numbers 
of half-consumed blocks were raked 
out of the ruins. On board ship the 
main stock is kept damp in the maga- 
zine, but a quantity of dry gun-cotton 
is preserved in glass jars in the cabin, 
together with detonators. When a 
torpedo head is loaded itis mearly filled 
with the damp blocks, next to which 
is placed a small quantity of dry gun- 
cotton, and upon that a detonator of 
fulminate of mercury. A very slight 
shock of electrical current will fire the 
fulminate, which seems to communi- 
cate just the right vibrations to the 
dry gun-cotton to start that off; that 
in turn excites into action the still more 
sluggish mass of wet cotton, whence 


gases are generated and expand until. 


they burst their prison. This is a very 
different action from a simple explo- 
sion of gun-powder, and its process, 
though it sounds slow, is so rapid that 
an inappreciable time would elapse 
between the striking of a ship’s bot- 
tom by a torpedo and the lifting of that 
ship out of water. 


Gowns with Petticoats to Match. 


(Harper’s Bazar:) Tailor gowns are 
restored to much of their pristine im- 
portance now that dressmakers as well 
as tailors consider broadcloth the most 
fashionable woolen fabric of the sea- 
son. And the tailors have made anew 
and charming adjunct to cloth gowns 
in a silken petticoat matching the silk 
of which the only waist of the dress is 
made, and also matching the silk lining 
of the coat and skirt of cloth. Such 
pretty petticoats are a positive comfort 
to womanly women, who began to fear 
that this essentially feminine garment 
would be gradually ousted by the 
much-talked-of knickerbockers, riding 
tights, etc. But its frou-frou is too at- 
tractive to be given up, and, moreover, 
the new skirt has some new features, 
such as long shallow scallops at the 
foot to make it fall in,easily with the 
curved folds of the cloth skirt and yet 
retain its straight edge. Altogether 
the abundance of the gay silk, usually 
in contrast to the color of the cloth, 
greatly enhances the good looks: of the 
severe tailor-made gown. At the top 
the five breadths of taffeta are gath- 
ered into a yoke of taffeta about eight 
or ten inches deep, doing away with 
all .superfiuous fulness around the hips, 
and neatly decorated with rows of 
feather-stitching. The foot is trimmed 
with two or three narrow bias frills, 
pinked on one edge and headed by an 
inch-wide ruche pinked on both edges. 

For morning and afternoon shopping, 
driving or coaching, nothing can be 
in better form than a- black broad- 
cloth coat and skirt with a waist 
of light apple-green taffeta, lining 


of the same ‘in jacket and _ skirt, 
and a green taffeta petticoat to 
match. For this suit Redfern
